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Better mail service sought 


Several irate Romulus citizens 
met with Mayor William M. Oakley 
last week to complain about their 
poor postal service. 

Residents of Leroy Street in the 
Meadows Subdivision in the city’s 
far southwest comer poured out 
their frustrations in the hour-long 
meeting they set up with Oakley. 

Also on hand for the meeting were 
John Shea, the mayor’s ad- 
ministrative assistant, and Jay 
Young, public information officer. 

The complaints centered on the 
erratic mail delivery the patrons on 
Leroy Street say they have been 
receiving lately. Requesting the 
meeting, which was held at the 
Meed^ws’ Neighborhood Center, 
were Mr. and JSij. Buttr, 


28301 Leroy; Mrs. Lois Jafolla, 28131 
Leroy; Mrs. Pat Tigney, 28315 Leroy 
and Mrs. Alice Ball, 28094 Leroy. 

All of the residents at the meeting 
said the mail service had 
deteriorated greatly in the past 
year. “Several days we had no 
deliveries at all,” complained Mrs. 
Ball, a 5-year resident. 

“When we call the post office in 
Taylor (which houses the Romulus 
carriers), they seem unconcerned 
and even rude at times. They tell us 
they don’t have any replacements 
when carriers call in flick. Another 
lime, they said the t.arner got lost 
and that’s why we didn’t receive 
mail that day." 

Mrs. Tigney Mr's. Ball, Mrs. 
Jafolle and Mr. and, Mrs. Butts all 


praised the former carrier, Lou 
Kush, and said they received superb 
service before he was switched to 
another route. 

Mayor Oakley told the group to 
make their concerns known to him 
and to everyone in place of 
authoritv. 

“If it’s any satisfaction, you are 
not alone in your problems,” he told 
them. “Other people in Romulus 
complain daily of poor mail ser- 
vice.” 

f iiie mayor blanked the citizens 
for making their problems known 
and urged them to get petitions 
signed to get a first-class post office 
erected in Romulus. 


Fire destroys local firm 


Three Romulus firemen were 
injured, one suffering a crushed 
right foot, while fighting an early 
morning fire which destroyed 
Lincoln Park Engineering Co., 13581 
S. Huron River Drive, last Friday, 
causing $3000,000 in damages. 


Injured in the blaze were Gary 
Marschell, who had his foot crushed 
when a wall collapsed on it during 
the 3:30 a.m. blaze, and Assistant 
Fire Chief Jim Haislip and George 
Mitchell. 


Haislip, 43, and Mitchell, 34, 
suffered only minor injury when 
slabs of ice fell on them from off the 
burning roof. They were treated and 
released, but Marschell, 23, was 
admitted to Wayne County General 
Hospital where he underwent 


surgery Friday afternoon. 

Marschell suffered broken bones 
in the instep of his right foot, ac-

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Board delays 

restoration 
of programs

Local school children will have to 
wait for a hoped-for fuller 

cirriculum after the Romulus School 
Board Monday night voted to table a 
list of 12 programs recommended 
for restoration by the 16-member 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee. 

The board postponed action on the 
matter until its next scheduled 

meeting on Monday, Feb. 27. 

Included in the list of highest 

priorities are reinstating two speech 
therapists, one social worker and 
one school nurse.

Also recommended to be restored 
was the vision and hearing 
program; 14 department chair- 
persons; student field trips; 
achievement testing programs; a 
personnel-labor relations manager; 
increased security personnel; high 
school co-op program; elementary 
school instrumental music program 
and virtually unlimited use of school 
buildings. 

School Supt. James Garfield fully 
supported the committee’s findings 
and recommended that the board 
accept them. 

On the 16-member advisory 
committee are 12 residents, Dick 
Goode, principal of Merriman 
Elementary School, J effrey Bassett, 
a high school seraor, and two 
teachers, David Ferdon and Joan 
Omarzu, both of whom are city 
residents. 

Art McPharlin, principal of Hale 
Creek elementary school, is liaison 


man between the committee and 
administration. 

The advisory committee’s first 
task was to study programs which 
could be reinstituted this semester 
and then decide later what could be 
restored next school year. 

The programs voted to be 
restored, and their order of priority 
as given by the committee, include: 

(1) Reinstitute two speech 
therapists, giving district five. 
Restore one social worker. All three 
had been eliminated Restore one 
school nurse, giving district two. 

(2) Restore vision and hearing 
screening program. 

(3) Restore 14 department 
chairpersons, whose positions had 
all been eliminated. 

(4) Student field trips. 

(5) Testing program to evaluate 
students’ achievement and in- 
telligence to help in planning in- 
dividualized instruction. 

(6) Employ personnel-labor 
relations manager, a position vacant 
since May, 1975. Manager handles 
all personnel problems, including 
hiring, negotiations, and 
management of collective 
bargaining agreements. 

(7) Hiring of additional security 
people. 

(8) Restore high school co-op 
program, where students combine 
classes and work. Provided eight to 
24 jobs before, now will provide from 
10 to 20, not including co-op program 
outside Romulus School District. 

(9) Restore elementary school 
instrumental music program. 

(10) Increased building use. Cut- 
backs had curtailed afl use of 
buildings on Saturdays and after 10 
p.m. on weeknights. Schools will be 
available now on practically 
unlimited basis. 


Social Services 
office to dose 


Residents of Westland, Canton 
Township, Romulus and Inkster 
will be affected by the closing of 
the Northwest District office of 
the Wayne County Dept. of 
Social Services (WCDSS). 

The office, located at 3000 
Henry Ruff Road, Westland, is 
being phased out Wednesday, 
Feb. 22, under a Management 
Action Plan (MAP) designed to 
replace the larger, older offices 
of WCDSS with smaller, more 
manageable ones. 

In announcing the closing, R.B. 
Shelton, WCDSS director, said all

those residing in Canton Town- 
ship (zip codes 48187 and 48188) 
are being transferred to the new 
Greydale District office at 17330 
Greydale, Detroit. 

The Greydale office is 
scheduled to open Monday, Feb. 
27. 

Shelton said Canton Township 
clients are being transferred to 
the Romulus office when the 
Northwest office closes. 

The Romulus office, located at 
38211 Van Born Road, was opened 
last August. 


Help mail carriers 


Romulus residents were urged to 
cooperate together in the prevention 
of injuries to letter carriers, during 
this unusually severe winter. 

Taylor Postmaster George J. 
Burger, whose area serves 
Romulus, made his strong appeal 
this week to help those who deliver 
mail. 

“Considering this is winter, plus 
the fact more snow has fallen thus 
far this winter than all last winter, 
residents can help by removing the 
snow and ice from their porches, 
steps, walks and sidewalks,” Burger 
said. 

“Also, if people have a mailbox at 
the edge of the street, they should 
clean the immediate area so the 
postal vehicles can get in and out 
easily.” 


Taylor Post office houses 98 
delivery carriers, with ap- 
proximately one-third of them 
serving the Romulus area. 

Burger pointed out that falls are 
the major cause of injuries. He 
reported that it costs the taxpayer 
about $2,031 for each fall-rdated 
injury. 

Although no major injuries were 
reported so far this winter. Burger 
said carriers out of the Taylor Post 
Office have sustained one cracked 
rib, a sprained knee and injured 
knee 

“We want to provide prompt and 
efficient mail service. In return, we 
ask residents to give their carrier a 
break - not the kind that results from 
falls,” Burger emphasized

Council supports 
Reuther building open 


The future of the Walter Reuther 
Extended Care Facility in Westland 
is precarious at best, but Romulus 
City Council has voted unanimously 
for the facility to be kept open. 

Faced with a $13 million deficit, 
the County Board of Auditors had 
recommended closing the health 
care center at the start of the fiscal 
year, Dec. 1, due to its $3.5 million 
annual operating deficit. 

Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners, who are in charge of 
operating the facility, approved 
$545,820 in supplemental ap- 
propriations to keep it open until 
March 12. However, if nothing is 
done by that time to see the facility 
is financially secure through more 
federal or state funds, it will likely 
be closed. 

“It is unfair to keep elderly 
patients, their families and our 


employees in a state of limbo," said 
Commissioner Arthur Carter, who 
sought to set the deadline for fun- 
ding. 

In response to lawsuits aimed at 
stopping the closing of the Reuther 
Care Center, courts have ruled the 
county has the right to do so. 
However, Federal Judge Ralph M. 
Freeman also said the county must 
have an “orderly transition plan 
that includes a six-to-eight week 
closing notice to patients. 

Meanwhile, commissioners sought 
financial help from the state and 
were promised a $1.8 million special 
grant for a six-month phaseout 
period running through May 31, 1978. 

In lending its support to the many 
voices seeking to keep the vital 
extended care facility open, 
Romulus City Council unanimously 
passed the following resolution: 


Carrier of the Week 


"The Walter Reuther Long-term 
Care Facility was constructed with 
Revenue Bonds, due to expire in the 
year 2000, at a cost of $10,500,000, 
and completed for occupancy in 
June of 1974, and 

"The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has ceased the 
Funding of the Walter Reuther long- 
term care facility as of Jan. 15, 1978, 
and 

“This action will cause said 
facility to be closed as of that date, 
thus causing the transfer of ex- 
tremly ill patients, and 

“Such transfer will most certainly 
result in the death and disorientation 
of some of those persons. 

“Now, therefore, oe it resolved 
that the City of Romulus City 
Council does hereby urge the Board 
of Commissioners to reconsider this 
action and thus seek to continue the 
operation of this unique health care 
facility, and that in the interest of 
protecting human life and 
eliminating the trauma of uprooting 
those patients, cancel plans to 
transfer them...”

For major expansions in Romulus 
during the past three years by 
Detroit Diesel Allison (DDA) could 
provide up to 3,500 jobs by 1983 and 
has given the job market a real shot 
in the arm in Western Wayne 
County. 

And these multi-million dollar 
expansions, combined with other 
auto-related plant additions planned 
for Wayne, Westland and Willow 
Run, are expected to keep the 
number of jobs increasing to meut 
the expanding work force 
population. 

Romulus has been helped im- 
measurably by DDA, a division of 
General Motors Corp. 

Included in Detroit Diesel 
Allison’s fourexpansion projects are 
a 780,000-square foot manufacturing 
facility; a 574,000 square-foot ad- 
dition to the parts distribution 
centers; a new 230,000-square foot 
addition to the parts distribution 
center; a new 230,000-square foot 
enginering test facility and the 
recently announced 391,000-square 
foot plant to produce new 8.2 litre 
diesel engines for medium duty 
trucks and buses. 

“Detroit Diesel Allison has an- 
nounced four major expansions in 
Romulus during the past three 
years, so I guess there must be 
something we like about the area,” 
said Bob Brueck, manager of in- 
dustry-government relations for the 
company, in a recent interview. 

Brueck had just left Romulus City 
Hall wherehe talked with Mayor Bill 
Oakley about employment prospects 
for Romulus residents. 

Earlier in the day, Brueck had 
spent half an hour with Joel Carr, 
principal of Romulus High School, 
discussing ways Detroit Diesel and 
the high school can cooperate in 
training students skills for the job 
market. 

Most of DDA Workers are skilled 
trades people, and Brueck and Carr 
are working together to help prepare 
high schools for that job market. 
Current DDA employment figures in 
Romulus total 699 in the parts 
distribution center and 1,385 in 
manufacturing. 

But while Detroit Diesel Allison is 
perhaps making the most noise in 
terms of expansion, several other 
areas are experiencing large growth 
also. 

In Westland, Leaseway of Detroit, 
1515 S. Newburgh Road, a division of 
General Motors Assembly Division, 
(GMAD) is in the midst of building a 
$7 million addition to its huge parts 
plant. 

Construction is a new “stacker 
building process, according to 
Robert Stevens, director of 
Westland’s Economic Development 
department, 
ment. 

“The reason it’s the most modem 
of new buildings is because it’s 
computer operated,’’ said Stevens. 

Leaseway of Detroit is under 
contract to store and handle parts at 
the Newburgh Road location for 
General Motors Assembly Division 
The Westland plant handles all 
small GM, parts for the entire 
United States. 

Another large building project is 
the addition to the Ford Michigan 
Truck Plant on Michigan Avenue at 
Newburgh Road on the west side of 


Wayne. That expansion should add 
many new jobs for those seeking 
employment. 

Three other huge expansion 
projects during the past three years 
at General Motors Willow Run 
Hydramatic plant could put their 
employee roster at 14,500, a com- 
pany spokesman explained. The 
facility is located in Van Buren 
Township. 

John Lynch, director of public 
relations, reported there have been 
three stages of expansion at the 
Hydra-matic facility, under Public 
Act 198. 


School Supt. James Garfield 
recently spoke to the Romulus High 
School government class about the 
many facets of school financing. 

Included in his message were 
comments on the present local 
financial picture regarding Romulus 
schools. Hediscussed property taxes 
in relation to supporting the 
educational program and also 
reviewed the programs which had 
been restored since the additional 
millage passed last November. 

He also informed the students 
what programs may be brought 
back next school year. In that 
regard, a School Advisory Com- 
mittee, consisting of 17 members 
from the community and school 
administration, were scheduled to 
make recommendations to the 
school board last Monday night. 

The advisory group has completed 
their studies and recommended 
which programs should be rein- 
stitued in all Romulus schools 

“It was a very informative session 
and the students were really happy 
that Mr. Garfield came to speak,” 
said Rod Hanna, teacher of the 
student government class. 

Senior Bob Glazier invited 
Garfield to speak to the class in an 
incentive program where students 
receive extra credit for getting 
prominent speakers to come and 
address the class. 

Garfield spoke for about an hour 
and then answered questions from 
the students a t the end of the period 


Phase I was accomplished in 1974 
and the increased efficiency in 
existing floor space generated 4,000 
new jobs at that time Lynch said. 

Phase II was a 300,000-square foot 
addition started in May 1977 and 
which will provide 3,000 additional 
jobs by the end of 1979. 

Lynch said Phase III was an- 
nounced last August and the ad- 
ditional 200,000 square feet will 
increase the employment roster by 
800 more people 

“We’re very pleased with these 
expansion programs and look for a 
good economy in the future,” Lynch 
said.

“We are working with several 
quality industrial prospects which 
could conceivably create up to 400 
new jobs, plus adding substantially 
to our city’s tax base,” Stevens said.

Olympic track champion Wilma 
Rudolph will discuss her Olympic 
experience in a lecture at Eastern 
Michigan University at 12 noon Feb 
27 in Pease Auditorium. 

Ms. Rudolph was the first and 
only American woman ever to win 
three Olympic gold medals in one 
Olympiad, the first to win the U S. 
Woman Athlete of the Y'ear Award 
two years in a row and the first 
woman to be named Sports Woman 
of the Year by European sports 
writers. 

The 20 til child in a family of 22, 
Ms. Rudolph was the victim of polio 
in infancy and did not walk without 
braces until she was nine years old. 
By the time she was 15, she had 
overcome her crippling handicap 
and qualified for the 1956 Olympics 
in Melbourne, Australia. She 
brought home a bronze medal that 
year and four years later in Rome 
she set three w r orld records in 
winning the 100-, 200- and 400-meter 
races. 

Ms. Rudolph is one of only three 
women to have received the James 
E. Sullivan Award, presented an- 
nually to the year’s most out- 
standing amateur athlete by the 
American Athletic Union, in 41 
years. She has represented the U. S. 
State Department as a good will 


ambassador to French West Africa 
and toured world-widefor the U.S. in 
1970. 

She has been involved actively in 
all of the Olympic Games since 1956 
and was on the U.S. Olympic 
Committee for the 1976 games in 
Montreal. She has worked for the 
Special Olympics for handicapped 
children and has served on the 
Board of Directors of Operation 
Champ, a community action 
program designed for youths. 

She has taught physical 
education at all levels, from 
elementary school through college 
and has consulted in education, 
curriculum development and other 
areas for the California Department 
of Education. 

In her lecture, she will discuss the 
giving, learning and sharing ex- 
periences of the Olympics, what it 
means to represent the United 
States, how the Olympics are run, 
how coaches are selected and how 
young athletes get involved. She will 
talk about the continuing debate 
over amateur vs. professional 
athletes competing in the Olympics 
and the commercialization of 
Olympic champions. Ms. Rudolph 
also will tell the story of how she 
struggled to overcome her handicap 
and became an Olympic champion.

CPAs give advice on filing state returns 


(This 1st lie last of a six-part series 
of articles prepared by the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants offering advice on 
filing 1977 income tax returns.) 

How do recent changes in the 
Michigan Income Tax laws affect 
you? The Michigan Association of 
Certified Public Accountants offers 
the following comments on filing 
your 1977 Michigan Income Tax 
Return 

You may obtain copies of tax 
forms and instructions through local 
offices of the Michigan Department 
of Treasury, post offices, banks and 
tax return preparers, if you have not 
already received tax forms in the 
mail. 


You should file a return for 1977 on 
;or before April 17 if your federal 
adjusted gross income is greater 
tthan the total amount that you are 
allowed for Michigan personal and 
dependency exemptions, or if you 
**re .eligible for a refund. You may 
.not have to file a federal return, but 
still may be required to file a 
Michigan return. 

Fbr calenda r 1977 the tax rate was 
4.6 percent. The amount for each 
exemption remains at $1,500. The 
Homestead Property Ta^c Credit is 
available again this year to all 
homeowners and renters with 
special credit computations 
available to senior citizens, ser- 
vicemen, veterans, blind persons, 
paraplegics, quadriplegics, 
hemiplegics and totally and per- 
manently disabled persons. If your 
credit exceeds your tax liability you 
may receive a refund up to a 
maximum of $1,200. 

The following forms are available 
for claiming this credit: 

— Senior citizens and widows of 
senior citizens, MI-1040 CR-1; 

— Active servicemen, eligible 
veterans, widows of veterans, or 
blind persons, MI-1040CR-2; 

— Paraplegic, quadriplegic, 
hemiplegic, totally and permanently 
disabled, MI-1040CR-3; and 

— Others that qualify for credit, 
MI-1040CR-4 
• 

Some claimants may qualify for 
credit under more than one 
category. They should compare and 
choose the one that works to their 
best advantage. 

The credit for homeowners and 
renters (general claims) equals 60 
percent of the a mount by which their 
property taxes exceed 3.5 percent of 
their household (le M spendable) 
income. The interpretation of 


household income has been changed 
this year to exclude, such items as 
the first $300 of awards, lottery and 
bingo winnings, and health and life 
insurance premiums paid by em- 
ployers. In addition, health and 
accident insurance premiums paid 
by the taxpayer for himself and his 
family are now deductible from 
household income. 


Renters will base their claim on 17 
percent of rent paid which will be 
considered in lieu of taxes in the 
computation of the credit. Persons 
living in a mobile home park may 
claim $3 per month and 17 percent of 
the rent paid. Permanent occupants 
of nursing homes may use $125 per 
month, or 30 percent, of the monthly 
charges, whichever is greater. 


Attorney General 
issues guidelines 
for consumer act 


Michigan Attorney General Frank 
J Kelley has issued enforcement 
policy guidelines interpreting the 
state’sConsumer Protection Act. 

The guidelines are the product of 
several months work by Kelley’s 
staff and a 26-member Consumer 
Protection Advisory Committee, 
composed of persons with expertise 
in consumer advocacy, business and 
the law'. 

The guidelines specify what types 
of actions the attorney general will 
view as being violations of the 
Consumer Protection Act. They 
cover the areas of bait and switch, 
failure to reveal material fact, 
misleading price reduction claims, 
price comparison advertising, 
warranties, direct solicitations, 
repairs and service. 

For example, the guidelines 
specify: 

—An advertisement indicating the 
price of any motor vehicle must 
disclose the amount of any ad- 
ditional charge for any optional 
features displayed in the ad- 
vertisement ; 

—Failure or refusal to show, 
demonstrate or dispose of the 
property or service offered in an 
advertisement in accordance with 
the terms of the offer made in the 
advertisement shall be considered 
bait and switch; 

—Prices of property or services 
are material facts which must be 
disclosed. The use of “codes” or 
similar devices to indicate the price 
of property or services violates the 
Consumer Protection Act, 
unless the method of interpreting the 
“code” or another device is simply, 
clearly and conspicuously disclosed ; 
and 


—It is a violation of the act to 
solicit a home sale without clearly, 
affirmatively and expressly 
revealing at the outset of the per- 
son’s initial contact with the con- 
sumer or prospective consumer and 
before entering the residence of the 
consumer that the purpose of the 
contact is to effect a sale. 

Kelley said: “I wish to thank the 
members of the Advisory committee 
for the excellent job they did in 
assisting in the development of these 
guidelines. The experience we had 
with this committee confirmed a 
long held opinion of mine that 
consumers and business really have 
similar interests in keeping the 
marketplace open and honest. That 
is the single goal of the Consumer 
Protection Act. These guideline will 
help achieve that goal by letting the

This is the first step in the hearing 
and publishing process by which 
these internal guidelines will be 
turned into substantive promulgated 
rules.

Individuals who have signed an 
agreement with the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
under the Farmland and Open Space 
Preservation Act may claim a 
special credit through the use of 
Form MI-1040CR-5. 

If a business operated as a sole 
proprietorship, partnership or Sub- 
Chapter S Corporation ends its fiscal 
year before Dec 1, 1977, the owner, 
partner or Sub-Chapter S 
shareholder may be entitled to claim 
a partial credit for the Michigan 
Single Business Tax paid by the 
business when filing their individual 
income tax return. This credit is 
claimed by filing Form MI-1040CR- 
6. For calendar year taxpayers, this 
credit is computed on the Single 
Business Tax return filed by the 
business 

You also may claim a credit for 
contributions to Michigan colleges 
and universities and to public 
libraries in *mchi«an. The 
maximum credit for th.'se con- 
tributions is $200 on a joint return 

The Department of Treasury has 
assigned additional staff to assist 
you, if you have any difficulty 
completing your claim. 

The CPAsa Iso point out that if any 
of the following items were included 
in your federal adjusted gross in- 
come, be sure to claim a deduction 
for them: retirement or pension 
benefits from a Michigan public 
retirement system, retirement or 
pension benefits from other sources 
up to a maximum of $7,500 or $10,000 
on a joint return, refunds of state or 
city income taxes, and proceeds and 
prices won in the Michigan Lottery 
or State regulated bingo games. A 
deduction is also allowed for con- 
tributions of up to $50 to political 
parties or candidates. 

If any of your federal schedules 
show a loss (i.e., business, farm, 
rental, capital ), or if you have made 
adjustments to income on your 
Federal Form 1040, then you must 
include a copy of these schedules 
with your Michigan return. 

There are special rules for capital 
gains on properties acquired before 
Oct. 1, 1967 ; non-residents; income 
derived from another state; persons 
moving into or out of the state; net 
operating losses; and extensions of 
the due date of the return and 
amended returns. You should seek 
professional assistance in these 
areas. 

Before mailing your returns be 
sure that you have completed the 
following items: 

— The return has been signed by 


both you and your spouse; your 
address on the return is complete; 

— Copy 2 of your Form W-2 is 
attached; 

— Mathematical computations 
have been checked; 

— A check is attached for any 
balance due; and 

“ If you have an over payment, 
you have indicated whether it is to 
be refunded or applied to next year’s 
estimated tax payments. 


In conclusion, the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants a Isoreminds you that if 
any changes are made to your 
federal return during the year 
because of an audit or an amended 
return, be sure that you notify the 
Michigan Department ot Treasury. 
If additional taxes are due, you may 
be liable for a negligence penalty, if 
you fail to notify the state within 60 
days of any such changes.

The attempt by certain individuals of the 
community to recall Romulus Board of 
Education members Gerald Budd, Gloria 
Chandler, Gordon Silvey and Ronald 
Christens en should be opposed by all who 
are concerned about the continuation of a 
good education program for the boys and 
girls of this community, 
community. 

These board members work long hours, 
attend numerous meeting, and involve 
themselves in community activities in the 
interest of education with little or no 
financial reimburse iCnt. An effective 
board member must be a dedicated person 
who makes decisions on a factual basis in 
the best interests of the total education 
program if the schools are to survive. I 
know this is true because I served as a 
board member in Romulus for 28 years. 

This attempt to recall the board 
members arose from a legitimate action 
taken by the boenl members which was 
necessary because of serve re financial 
problems *n the district. The decision was 
not popular because it involved the 
transportation of boys and girls to school 
buildings. The board members had to 
decide whether to continue a complete 
transportation system or to cut education 
programs. Any responsible board member 
is forced to support education programs 
over such matters as transportation, 
although transportation to school is cer- 
tainly to be considered 

The fiscal problems that caused the 
Board of Education to reach its decision 
- result front the .changes in the tax. base 


that decreased substantially the revenues 
available to provide education in 
Romulus. While transportation is reim- 
bursed in part by the State when provided, 
it is not a mandated service. Further, it 
should be pointed out that the citizens of 
Romulus have supported vigorously the 
community school concept which, if fully 
implemented, would eliminate busing. 
Needless to say, the dstricts around 
Romulus that arec losing large numbers of 
school build ngs because of declining 
enrollment are faced with a transportation 
problem because of its cast, and many 
have had to curtail transportation. 

The basic issue before voters of Romulus 
is whether or not to continue in office 
board members who, because of their 
convictions, decided to vote in favor of the 
best possible education for the boys and 
girls rather than to cut those programs 
and provide transportation. 

The transportation issue, has been 
resolved and the issue should be put to 
rest. If board members are to be recalled 
over such actions, it will become in- 
creasingly difficult for the community to 
induce dedicated and qualified persons to 
become candidates for the board of 
education. Should the present board 
members be recalled, new board members 
with no experience will have to replace 
them. Romulus is not out of the crisis stage 
in education and experienced board 
members are necessary to keep the 
schools running. 

I urge a “no” vote on the recall of the 
board members on March 4.

Editorial answered 


The current controversy that exists in 
Westland, surrounding the city council’s 
failure to confirm the mayor’s appointee to 
the position of director of the Department 
on Aging, has brought to the fore problems 
that characteristically plague our senior 
citizens. 

But, to understand the problems that 
senior citizens must cope with, it is first 
necessary to understand what a senior 
citizen really is. Maybe the best way to 
find out is to take a good look atone. 

Russ Bauchamp was bom in 1906 to John 
and Ruth Bauchamp of Detroit. One of four 
children, RuSs learned quickly that if he 
wanted any of the title extras that life 
could provide, he would have to work hard 
to get them. 

He was fortunate enough to be part of a 
stable family that provided the en- 
vironment conducive to developing a 
questioning mind that would well equip 
him to meet life’s challenges. 

Through hard work, determination and 
guts, he was able to put himself through 
college, and in the year of 1928, Russ of- 
fered himself to the world. 

Shortly after graduation, he found 
himself at the gates of one of the auto 
companies. His youth, vigor and en- 
thusiasm won Russ a job with the com- 
pany. His starting position was unim- 
pressive, but that detered Russ not at all. 
It would not be for 50 years that a youth 
just out of school would demand a start at 
the top. 

A year later Russ found himself and the 
rest of the country in the middle of a 
growing depression that was threatenng to 
destroy all that he had worked for. But, 
Russ approached the impending crisis 
with confidence and impressed his em- 
ployers. 

Because of his positive attitude in the 
face of what appeared to be in- 
surmountable problems, Russ was offered 


the opportunity to transfer to a different 
job within the company and maintain a job 
while so many others were forced to the 
lengthening bread lines. 

Following the depression, Russ found 
himself and his family in the early days of 
the'NewDeal’. He continued to do what he 
knew best, the best he could, and continued 
to impress his employers. 

Promotion followed promotion for the 
now middle-aged man. Then, as now, 
virtue was rewarded, and Russ found 
himself appointed to the position of 
director of industrial relations in 1958. 

He continued to provide his employer 
with more than a ‘good day’s work’ until 
1971, when he had reached the age after 
which society has arbitrarily determined 
that no one can any longer make a 
meaningful contribution. 

Russ had not been willing to hang up his 
working days, but he reluctantly accepted 
the senior citizen tag that society now hung 
on him. But, he was not willing to accept 
doing nothing. 

After six months of his retirment, Russ 
had tinkered himself out of home projects, 
and he started looking for a job. 

He soon discovered, that although he had 
been rubbing shoulders with high-powered 
executives for most of his working life, he 
now was just another senior citizen, and no 
one seemed to care about his past suc- 
cesses. Even his children, who owed their 
very lives and a substantial portion of their 
personalities to him and his wife, now 
treated Russ with a patronizing attitude 
that would shortly divide the once close 
family group. 

‘Security Guard* the badge said. Russ 
had found a job. He would now sit for a 10- 
hour shift on the desk at the rear entrance 
of the aerospace firm. 

He soon learned that to be a senior 
citizen, one was to be ignored and 
assumed to be mentally deficient. But 


Russ’ biggest enemy was himself. 

It was a constant struggle to maintain 
his feeling of self-worth. While he felt no 
particular allegiance to his fellow seniors, 
if he wished to communicate with a fellow 
human being, that almost always would 
have to be a senior citizen. 

Because ‘no man is an island’, Russ and 
his wife were forced to join a seniors club 
in order to maintain a social life. And there 
he sits today. Willing and able to con- 
tribute to a society that has deemed him 
‘worn out.’ 

Russ Bauchamp sat in the city council 
meeting on the evening that his elected 
representatives decided that he did not 
know what was best for himself. 

The city council had just decided that a 
degree was necessary in order to ef- 
fectively communicate with senior 
citizens, and the woman who had made 
Russ and his wife feel like human beings 
once again, had just been rejected by the 
city council for reappointment to the 
directorship of his city’s Department on 
Aging. 

Russ Bauchamp had climbed the ladder 
of success even before any of the members 
of that city council had been bom. He had 
probably risen higher in position of 
authority within business than any of the 
members of city council ever would, but 
his elected representatives had decided 
that they knew more about life than Russ 
did. 

As his fellow senior citizens were milling 
around the council chambers following the 
vote, Russ and his wife quietly left the 
room. 

Russ would probably survive this event 
just as he had survived everything else 
that life had hurled at him. But now 
something was missing. 

Maybe he really was a senior citizen 
now.

Acupuncture, 

fantasy 


or fact?

There is a subspecialty of medicine, 
which despite the fact that it has its 
origins in China over 5000 years ago, is 
just now beginning to be studied and 
analyzed in the West. The reference is, of 
course, to the art of acupuncture. 

Allen Chen, MD, is the Chief of 
Anesthesiology at the Annapolis Hospital. 
He is also a practioneer of acupuncture. 

“Some years ago," he said, “I had a 
bad fall while I was skiing. The fall 
exacerbated a prior whiplash condition 
suffered in an automobile accident and I 
had severe pain through my right 
shoulder. 

“As a physician, I opted initially for the 
therapies offered by my colleagues and 
peers. To my distress, there was no 
significant improvement in my condition. 

“My next step was to get into my 
private library and into the available 
medical literature to learn as much as I 
could about acupuncture. It may sound 
strange, but even though I am a native of 
the Shanghai area and a graduate of a 
Chinese medical college, I had never been 
actively engaged in the practice ol 
acupuncture 

“I showed my wife where to put the 
acupunture pins and how to twirl them In 
an incredibly short period of time I ex- 
perienced a remission of the pain, and it 
has never come back “ 

Dr Chen said that many of the 
prestigious medical schools in this 
country are now looking very seriously at 
acupuncture. Among those schools he 
mentioned are the Mayo Clinic, UCLA, 


Stanford, New York University, 
Columbia, Harvard, and Massachusetts 
General 

“For many centuries, we have known 
that acupuncture had an analgesic and 
anesthetic reaction on the human 
organism. Our problem was to prove the 
science oT the technique. 

“There were — and many probably still 
exist — those cynics who were convinced 
that the use of acupuncture was nothing 
more than a hypnotic ruse or 
psychosomatics at work. 

“now," he said, “we have clinical and 
laboratory data to support the science of 
acupuncture.” 

He emphasized that much more work 
must be done in the clinics and 
laboratories The work is being done and 
the results to date are exciting. 

Just a year ago, the discoverer of the 
human growth hormone — Cho Hai Li, 
MD — identified and synthesized a 
natural opiate which exists in the 
pituitary gland Dr. Li named this opiate 
beta-endonphone and he reports that it is 
from 5000 to 10,000 times more powerful 
than morphine. 

Bruce H. Pomeranz, MD, a 
neurophysiologist at the University of 
Toronto, CanacA, has accomplished 
laboratory research which supports the 
findings of Dr. Li. 

Laboratory experiments with both 
animals and humans have produced 
positive evidence that following the in- 
troduction of an acupuncture pin, agitated 
to a specific range of frequencies for 


certain periods of time, the opiate or pain- 
killing hormone is released into the 
system to block pain. 

A group of researchers at Stanford 
University lead by Avram Goldstein, MD, 
has also discovered an acupuncture- 
endorphine relationship. 

As scientific data continue to be 1 
published, it more and more appears that 
acupuncture is, or can be, a bona fide 
therapeutic procedure. 

Dr. Chen said he has treated 20 An- 
napolis Hospital physicians for various 
conditions of distress and has had im- 
pressive results. 

“We are just beginning to understand 
this phenomenon, and clearly much more 
work must be done. However, it ought to 
be obvious that the use of acupuncture in 
cases where such therapy is indicated is 
preferrable to the introduction of foreign 
chemicals to the body 

“The excitement among scientists is 
understandable. There is a possibility that 
research in the area of endorphine hor- 
mones may lead to a giant step in the 
understanding of narcotics addiction and 
mental disorders.” 

As perhaps with any true scientific 
undertaking, the research seems to 
surface more enigmas than it does ex- 
planations. We can hope, however, that 
the discovery of endorphine and its 
evident effect on the body will uncover yet 
another of nature’s puzzles and lead to 
practical applications that will benefit 
mankind.

They 
give of their time freely, to try and decide 
what is in the best interest for all children. 
Our board members all have children now, 
or in the past have had children in the 
Romulus School System. 

Maybe all of us do not agree with the 
decisions that havebeenmade. Sometimes 
mistakes are made, but we learn through 
our mistakes and go on to do a better job. 
Is getting petitions signed and recalling 
the board the answer, everytime our 
school board made a decision that 
someone disagreed with. 

There have been transfers of students 
from one school to another. Would you 
rather have your child in a classroom that 
is overcrowded, or taken to another school 
where the teacher would have more time 
to devote to helping your child get a better 
education? 

When the board chose to stop the buses, I 
didn't like it any better than anyone else, 
but money will only go so far. The decision 
for “no busing” was far better than half 
days of education and I agree with that 
decision wholeheartly 

Once again, do you want a better 
education for your child or a convenience? 
Are our school teachers becoming baby- 
sitter or educators? 

The money that has already been spent 
in trying to pass the millage could have 
been spent on transportation and better 
education. Over $24,000 has been spent on 
election costs alone. Thru all of these 
millage defeats, the only one who really 
suffers are the children of this community. 


Don't forget, the only way our schools 
have for obtaining funds for education is 
through a millage election paid for by our 
tax dollars. 

Now, on March 4th we as tax payers will 
be paying for a special election to be held 
on a Saturday, which means time and a 
half will be paid to city employees as well 
as school employees. There goes another 
$7,000 to satisfy a group of approximately 
eight persons who obtained less than 10 
percent of registered voter signatures. To 
hold an election when the maximum of 
voters ever turning out for a school 
election was only about 1200 persons and 
that was for a millage election which did 
not vote someone into or out of office.

From the State Senate 

Energy bill explained 


Since soaring utility costs are a major 
expense for many senior citizens and low- 
income families, the Legislature recently 
enacted a program which should provide 
those individuals with assistance in paying 
this year’s winter heating bills. In fact, 
some 300,000 families — more than half of 
them senior citizens, are expected to 
receive the a id. The new- law, which I fully 
supported, will provide a maximum $200 
pay ment toeligihlepersons, based on their 
income and fuel consumption. 

Specifically, a family of four making 
less than $4,000 a year would qualify for 
the maximum $200 payment. An initial 
payment of $130 would be sent, with an 
additional allotment of up to $70 coming 
later, based on the family’s fuel con- 
sum ptioa The money w f ould be sent 
directly to uti lilies and then credited to the 
family’s account A family of four earning 
a maximum of $7,000 would receive $120 A 
senior citizen or an elderly couple earning 
no more than $2,000 a year would be 
eligible for $200 An elderly couple or in- 
dividual with an income of no more than 


$7,000 would qualify for $100. 

The state program was established to 
cover heating costs during November, 
December and January, but the deadline 
for applying for the utibty aid is April 30, 
1978 So, although the state attempted to 
notify as many eligible citizens as 
possible, there is still time to apply. Ap- 
plication forms are available from your 
county Department of Social Services, 
utility companies a nd some oil companies. 
A toll-free hotline number (1-800-292-5930) 
is open for any further questions about the 
program. I would also be happy to provide 
assistance or information about the 
program to anyone calling my Capitol 
office. 

In related action, the Senate last week 
approved legislation ensuring that senior 
citizens will not have their state property 
tax credits reduced or eliminated because 
they received home heating assistance 
checks. 

The bill, which I supported, directs the 
State Treasury Department not to include 
the $50 federal grants in calculating ap-

plicants' eligibility for the tax relief'** 
credits 

Seniors citizens are eligible for tax 
credits when their property tax bills ex- 
ceed a certain percentage of their income. 

A recent ruling by the Treasury Depart- 
ment would have required that the grants 
be reported as income in tax credit ap- 
plicants Implementation of this ruling 
would have had a totally unjust impact on 
senior citizens and would not have been in 
keeping with the intent of the aid. The 
grants were designed to aid those who 
were unable to pay last winter’s heating 
bills or suffered hardships in doing so. In 
some instances, senior citizens who 
received the grants w ould have lost the full 
$50 through a reduction in their tax credit. 

The bill must now be approved by the 
House, but speedy enactment is expected.

Individuality is a word used to describe one 
person, or thing, from another. It also is used as in 
separate identity and existence, with personality or 
having a character of its own. 

Cyprus Gardens is a family restaurant located in 
the Harvard Square Plaza at Ford and Sheldon 
roads in Canton Township, and although it serves 
Greek, Italian and American food, it is unique in 
specializing in Greek food of every description. 

A slight problem, however, is that the location of 
the restaurant is not seen from Ford Road and 
people traveling or shopping in the area are missing 
what could be one of the greatest experiences of 
their lives ... a visit to Greece. 

Steve Stylianou had a dream from the day he was 
old enough to remember ... to some day be his own 
person, to cook and serve food to others and to be 
proud of his heritage. Steve was bom in Cyprus 
some 32 years ago, and through relatives he 
developed one of the rarest abilities — to transform 
ordinary food into a delicacy, one that would be 
eaten in a savory manner. 

After learning the art of cooking, Steven went to 
England where was chef at the famous London 
Olympic Restaurant for seven years. In 1968 he 
came to the United States in an attempt to fulfill his 
dream. 

Initially, Steve worked at many Greek 
restaurants and was chef at a Greek restaurant in 
Dearborn for 10 years before opening the Cyprus 
Gardens in February 1976 in Canton. 

Cyprus Gardens originally started with close 
friends as partners, however, last August Steve and 
his wife Rita took over sole ownership. 

Steve is a handsome man and Rita, 32, looks as 
though she just stepped out of a Greek fashion 
magazine. With her beautiful dark eyes and hair 
and a flawless complexion, mixed with an accent 
that is a delight to listen to, she and Steve have been 
married for 15 years, Both are natives of Cyprus. 

Their children — Amy, 14, Sophie, 13, Lisa, 11, and 
Vera, 4 — are as business oriented as their parents. 
All the children help at the restaurant, cleaning 
tables, filling water, keeping the salad dressings 
full and general work doing. The children love the 
work, and look forward to helping their parents 
after school, on weekends and during school 
holidays. And they help work out the schedule for 
split shifts so the younger ones get their proper rest. 

Of course, Rita still maintains their home in 
Canton and takes time to be with the children for 
their after school activities. Then she returns to the 
Cyprus Gardens in the evenings. 

Both Steve and Rita work seven days a week, 
arriving at about 8:30 a m. to open the restaurant at 
9 a m. They close at 11 p.m. and by the time they 
head home its after midnight, but their zest and love 
for the business is much more than just financial. 
It’s a love for people, and as Rita says: “Seeing 
happy people, being able to serve them, having 
them leave with a smile, knowing many of the 
customers is well worth the hard work we all put 
into the restaurant.*’ 

At the Cyprus Gardens, regular customers eat 
there at least twice a week, some more often. But, I 


noticed, as a regular customer came in, either Steve 
or Rita would greet them by name, and some, they 
would even know what they desired to eat — some 
persons have established a favorite dish and order 
the same each time. Others, make it a ritual to 
order Greek one time, Italian another time, and 
American on their next visit. But whatever they 
ordered, most often it was the many and varied 
Greek specialties that were prominent — with 
souvlaki and shish kebob being the two favorites 

Steve is well known in Greektown in Detroit, and 
the Greek sections of Dearborn, and other suburban 
communities and outside of the restaurant. He is 
most active in the Restaurant Owners Association, 
and the Chamber of Commerce. His loyalty to the 
communities is based upon the fact, that he indeed 
loves people, be it in or out of the Cyprus Gardens 
Restaurant . . . This Cypriot is one fine human being 


He knows, and boasts rightly so, of knowing some 
10,000 people by their first name, and many of them 
by their last, as well as where they live, some where 
they work, and makes a point of making a special 
fuss over each and every customer ... not put on 
but a genuine concern for whoever they come in 
contact with each and every day. 

“Americans eat too fast .... in London, some 
people don’t mind taking some two hours for dining, 
doing it with ease, and enjoyment. Here customers 
want to get in . . . and get out in a hurry,” Steve said 
of the dining habits when asked the difference 
between dining and eating from his standpoint as a 
chef. 

Steve took us into the kitchen, where we were 
introduced to the head chef. Dimitrious Iloutis, who 
came to the United States only six months ago, but 
with a background in culinary arts of more than 15 
years in creating dishes fit for kings and queens. 

His English was limited, and some translation 
was required by Steve, but in the English that he 
was able to speak, his glowing smile, and en- 
thusiasm for cooking beamed from ear to ear, and 
he proudly showed the dishes being prepared. 

The night chef, Doug Klean. having been trained 
by Steve, has been cooking some two years, for the 
Cyprus Gardens, and under the training of such chef 
masters as Steve and Dimitrious, feels absolutely 
confident in his ability to maintain the high stan- 
dards that have been set by those that trained him. 

Steve is quick to point out that there are more 
than 500 special items that are served for lunch each 
day, with a rotation that each day is a different item 
for the diner at the Cyprus Gardens, with at least 
15-20 specials every day. No other restaurant 
arround can make that claim, chimes in Steve, and 
“we intend to increse the specials as space per- 
mits.” 

One of the special features that Steve points out 
repeatedly is that all the lamb is fresh, and none of 
the meats are frozen. The fish is fresh each day, and 
Steve believes that once a customer has tasted fresh 
meats and fish, as compared to those who use frozen 
food, the taste is quite evident as to the quality. 

Our waittress, Sue, has been with the Cyprus 
Gardens just over a year, having formerly been a 


secretary for some two years and relates that 
between the Stylianou family, whom she speaks 
proudly of, her co-workers and the people, she 
enjoys the job of a waitress much better than doing 
secretarial work. 

The decor is a bright patterned wall covering of 
early 17th century European scenes, paneled in rich 
walnut half way up the wall. The booths are 
cushioned in brown leather, and there also are 
tables for larger parties of diners. A plush red 
carpet lets the individual customers hold con- 
versations without a large noise level, and makes 
the dining that much more relaxed. There also is a 
counter area with seats, that has cedar shake 
mansard type roof effect, and chandelier lighting 
throughout the building. There are many velvet 
type paintings in colorful bold settings, as well as a 
rare art piece of early Europe as you walk in the 
door. 

The menu is very extensive, ranging from 
American style breakfasts, served all day, from 90 
cents for one egg, hashed brown potatoes, toast and 
jelly to $4.75 for steak and eggs, with a New York 
strip steak, two eggs, hash browns, toast and jelly. 
There’s a selection of salads from a small lettuce 
salad for 85 cents to a large chef salad for $3.10 and 
a Grecian salad from $1 .75 to $3 for a large one. 

Soups, side orders, low calorie dishes, sand- 
wiches. children’s half orders, house specials, hot 
sandwiches, American favorites such as meat loaf 
at $2.85 a dinner, to roast sirloin at $4.25, Italian 
favorites like ravioli or spaghetti at $2.75 to veal 
parmagiana at $3.95, steaks — New York strip at 
$4.75 to a special Cyprus Garden cut at $5 50 — 
seafoods like cod filet at $2.60, perch at $3.25 and 
shrimp at $5 — and many desserts are there, in 
addition to the Grecian favorites of stuffed grape 
leaves at $4.25, special souvalki at $3.25, pastitsio at 
$3.50. mousaka at $3 95 and shish kebob at $5.95. 

All types of mixed drinks are available, including 
ouzo, Metaxa cognac and Greek brandy, as well as 
wine and beer. Prices vary and are moderate in 
range. 

Dinner at the Cyprus Gardens; 

GRECIAN SALAD . . . fresh garden greens, beets, 
tomato wedges, olives, onions, feta cheese, mild 
small peppers and a special Greek dressing of dry 
spices, garlic, wine vinegar, olive oil, lemon juice, 
oregano, salt and pepper . . . almost a meal in itself 
. tasty, delicious, crisp . . . 

OCTOPUS ... A marine mollusk with a rounded, 
saclike body and tentacles . . . cut into bite-sized 
pieces and prepared in a wine sauce was not as bad 
as I thought it would be. Never having eaten 
anything like this in my life, I was told that it tasted 
like squid . . . another item I’ve never tasted ... It 
wasn’t bad at all . . . somewhat like the white meat 
of chicken in texture, not fishy or rubbery as I 
would have thought. However, I only had four small 
pieces and mentally thought of food, not the item . . 
a delicacy I might leave to others in the future, but 
it was prepared well and tasted fine. 

SHISH KEBOB . . . broiled over hot coals, the 
lamb is marinated in olive oil, wine, oregano and 


several spices. On a skewer, there were large pieces 
of lamb, very tender in taste — delicious, in fact — 
interspaced with onions, green peppers and topped 
with a tomato style Greek sauce, which was 
delicious in every way, and served over a bed of 
rice pilaf. The pilaf was very good and also was 
topped off with a lamb sauce gathered during the 
cooking process, spiced Greek style. 

SPECIAL BAKED POTATO . . Baked unpeeled 
with a tomato, butter, garlic and slight sauce, was 
prepared and tasted very good. Unlike a standard 
baked potato with sour cream, it had a taste all its 
own. 

VEGETABLES . . . Tender peas with green beans 
. . . cooked to perfection and tasty. 

WINE .... Cambas Pendeli 1971 . . . from Athens, 
Greece, it was dry red wine from Attica and it was 
superb. 

COFFEE . . . brewed to a mild flavor and not 
bitter at all . . good cup. 

DESSERT . . . Baklava . . . made of honey, nuts of 
all kind, cinnamon, butter and a super delicious 
pastry of 25 thin layers . . . excellent ... the best I 
ever tasted. 

In literature, “The Illiad” and “The Odyssey” 
have never been surpassed as epics . . . Homer could 
tell a story . . . Oindar was the master of the ode 
among the Greeks . . The Greek god Dionysus, who 
was honored at festivals, would be pleased indeed of 
the heritage the Stylianou family has preserved at 
the Cyprus Gardens Restaurant in Canton.

Time to look forward 
to new garden season 


It may be hard to think spring when the wind is 
swirling snow around your ears. But Michigan State 
University Extension specialists say it’s not too 
early to begin looking forward to another gardening 
season. They suggest: 

— Trade your snow shovel for a stack of seed 
catalogs and plan your 1978 garden and landscape 
plantings. Order your seeds and plant stock early. 

— If you’ve been feeding the birds, keep at it. By 
now they’re relying on your feeder. If you stop 
feeding them, they may starve. 

— Check landscape plant protectors and repair 
them as necessary to keep plants secure against 
nibbling rodents, flying salt spray and heavy snow 
or ice. 

— Inspect the winter coverings on perennials and 
spring bulbs and add to them as needed. 

Water, light 
kill plants 


The most common 
winter “disease” of 
houseplants in Michigan 
isn’t really a disease. 
It’s oedema, a 
physiological problem 
related to too little light 
and too much soil 
moisture. 

“The only way to 
control this problem, 
short of putting your 
houseplants under 
fluorescent lights, is to 
w-ater plants less often,” 
advised Frank 
La em mien, Michigan 
State University plant 
pathologist. “Water 
thoroughly, then allow 
the soil to dry out fairly 
w r ell before watering 
again.” 

Early symptoms of 
oedema are small, 
blister-like eruptions on 
the undersides of the 
leaves. Affected tissues 
appear water-soaked 
and develop tan to 
brown corky centers As 
spots become more 
numerous, the affected 
leaves turn yellow and 
drop off. Once affected, 
leaves do not recover. 

If you see that your 
plants are developing 
these symptoms, im- 
prove the light — by 
moving them to a sunny 
window or placing them 
under artificial light — 
reduce watering and 
repot, if necessary to 
improve soil drainage.

houseplants, ask your 
local Cooperative 
Extension Service office 
for Extension Bulletin 
E-973, “House Plants: 
Common Insects and 
Diseases.” 


— Check shrubs and trees for masses of tent 
caterpillar eggs. Egg masses are gray, they en- 
circle small branches and they are covered with a 
tough, foam-like outer surface. Remove and destroy 
the egg clusters to eliminate some of this year’s 
pests. Also pick bagworm cases off landscape 
plants. Destroy them and the eggs they contain. 

— Apply dormant fungicide sprays to shade trees 
that were badly infected with anthracnose last 
spring. 

— Prune wisteria, fruit trees and grape vines. 
You can also prune other ornamental trees and 
shrubs, except for spring-flowering species and 
“bleeders” like birch, dogwood and maple. Pruning 
now would remove the flower buds on spring- 
flowering plants and cause "bleeders” to drip sap 
from untreated wounds. Leave these for summer. 

— Continue to check stored fruits and vegetables, 
bulbs, corms and tubers regularly. Discard 
unusable produce or moldy or damaged plant 
materials. 

— Water slow growing houseplants only when 
they need it. It’s easy to overwater in the winter 
when plants aren’t getting enough light to grow 
vigorously. 

— Bulbs potted in October can be brought out of 
cold storage in February and forced into bloom. 

— Cut branches of quince, pussy willow, forsythia 
and other early flowering shrubs and force them to 
bloom indoors.

Wayne County Office of Emergency 
Preparedness based at Eloise, 
Wayne W r iltse of Plymouth, the 
Emergency Coordinator for the 
amateur radio operators, put the 
communications network on “alert” 
status at 8:20 a m , Jan. 26, and then 
moved to “Red’’ alert by 11 a m 
when the snow storm turned into a 
full-blown blizzard. 

“We opened the network on the 
147 MHZ band and as the blizzard 
increased in intensity, we started 
utilizing the 220 MHZ repeater in 
Livonia and then became part of the 
emergency 80-meter band that ties 
in with every emergency unit across 
the state,” Wiltse explained 

Before the W f ay ne County network 
was closed down Sunday morning, 
the local hams had mobile radio 
crews scattered through Wayne, 
Washtenaw' and Monroe counties 
riding with National Guard units 
trying to crash through 10-and 15- 
foot drifts to reach snowbound 
families shivering in their cars or at 
home without food, heat or elec- 
tricity. 

According to Leland Onkka, ac- 
ting director of the Wayne County 
Office for Emergency Prepared- 
ness, the base unit was manned 
around the clock by Tom Pickhart of 
Livonia, Nick Zamarylo of Wayne, 
Craig Adams of Novi and Don 
Mihalek of W r estland, along with 
himself and Wiltse. 

“The first request,” Wiltse ex- 
plained, “came from Wayne County 
General Hospital. They said they 
desperately needed stand-by teams 
with 4-wheel drive vehicles to reach 
snowbound cases. We dispatched 
four units.” 

“In the meantime other teams 
composed of 4-wheel drive trucks 
and mobile radio units and operated

taxed income 


Millions of tax payers who can 
•^duce their taxes for 1977 will fail 
;to do so. They have only a few days 
deft to make the arrangements. 

£ Those eligible for the tax cut are 
people who work but are not covered 
Jw a retirement plan. Only about two 
percent have taken advantage of a 
law passed on their behalf. 

Men and women who have regular 
jobs but are not covered by their 
employer’s retirement plan can set 
uptheirowTi program.

Those who have not been with an 
employer long enough to qualify for 
the company plan or choose not to be 
tovered also are eligible Each of 
hese groups of people can con- 
ribute 15 percent of their earnings 
p to a maximum of $1500 a year. 

If they do this, they, get an im- 
mediate reduction of federal taxes. 
Those in the 25 percent tax bracket 
ivould find their taxes cut by $375 a 
fcear, if they contributed $1,500 
annually.

$1500 which earned 6 percent a year

would be worth $129,000 in 20 years. 

But for the vast majority of people 
an IRA must be set up by Feb. 14, 
1978, otherwise it will not qualify as 
a tax reduction for 1977. 

Taxes eventually are paid when 
the money is withdrawn from the 
plan but, as this is a retirment 
program, most people will take the 
money out only when they have 
retired and therefore when they are 
in a much lower tax bracket There 
is a penalty for early withdrawal. 

The money can be invested in a 
variety of ways including trust 
funds, life insurance annuities or 
government bonds. It also can be 
invested in any one of 600 mutual 
funds, all of which have different 
investment objectives. 

David Silver, the president of the 
Investment Company Institute, 
said: “There are about seven 
million families earning $15,000 or 
more a year who qualify for an 
Individual Retirement Account. 
Any qualified American with 
adequate financial means who does 
not take advantage of this highly 
attractive opportunity for tax 
savings provided by law r is not 
planning prudently for the future.”

“Through the repeater unit in Ann 
Arbor we discovered that National 
Guard rescue trucks did not have 
mobile radios in Washtenaw County, 
so Charles Romick Jr. volunteered 
to help in that area. 

“The same situation was also 
developing in Monroe County, and 
two more teams, headed by A1 
Harms and Chuck Matson, both of 


Westland, headed for the 1-75 
corridor where shelters had been set 
up by the Red Cross to house 
stranded motorists and homeowners 
who had been forced from their 
homes ” 

“We had several calls,” Wiltse 
explained, “from worried wives and 


relatives asking for help in finding 
missing motorists. One, had left a 
hospital in Lansing headed for Ann 
Arbor. In each case we contacted 
repeaters in Monroe, Washtenaw-, 
Livingston, Ingham and Lenawee 
Counties and local amateur 
operators, then checked out each of 


the Red Cross shelters until we 
located the missing persons. 

“Repeaters are saucer shaped 
units that sit on the tops of high 
buildings and amplify weak radio 
signals so that they can be passed on 
to receiving stations many miles 
distant”

Players to stage 
romantic ' Anatol ' 


Eastern Michigan University’s 
Hoyt Conference Dining Center will 
take on the romantic flavor of 1890 
Vienna in February when The 
Prime and Players dinner theatre 
opens with “AnatoL” 

The musical is the opening 
production of The Prime and 
Players, which is directed by Ken 
Stevens. Eastern Michigan’s 
graduate touring company, the 
Portable Players, will perform 
“Anatol” every Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday evening through Feb. 26. 

Adapted for the stage by Tom 
Jones and Nancy Ford, “Anatol” is 
the story of an incurable romantic 
with a flair for having affairs. Ac- 
cording to director Stevens, Anatol 
seems to fall in and out of love with 
the change of seasons— an apparent 
paradox given the time and place. 

“It’s definitely satirical,” Stevens 
said. “It pokes fun at the 19th 
century romantic and the Victorian 
mores.” 

The fun-poking in “Anatol” is 
pulled from the stories of Arthur 
Schnitzlerand vieled in the familiar 
music of Offenbach. The lyrics 
become a bit offbeat at times, 
Stevens said, as is the case when one 
of Anatol’s strange and badly - 
rhymed poems is set to music. 

“For every woman he has even 
known, he has always kept some 
momento — a lock of hair, a flower 


that may have been on the table that 
evening — and he has hundreds of 
them in little envelopes which he 
keeps in alphabetical order and 
identifies with a little poem.” 

Anatol’s affairs are not always 
what Stevens calls “affairs of the 
body.” Some are affairs of the mind 
— figments of his imagination. In 
onescene, Anatol falls madly in love 
with a woman in 15 minutes — a 
woman he never sees again. This 
does not leave much time for the 
affair to become sorcfid. 

“But that’s part of the charm of 
Anatol’s character,” Stevens said. 
“He’s just a hopeless, hopeless 
romantic. 

“It’s hysterically funny, to see 
him bumble through his love life.” 

The Prime and Players’ Theatre 
will be presented at 8 p.m. with 
dinner preceding at 6 p.m. A 
gourmet meal, featuring prime ribs 
of beef au jus, will be served by 
waiters and waitresses. Fine wines 
and cocktails will be available.

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Jail construction may start within 90 days 


Construction of a new Wayne 
County jail in downtown Detroit is 
expected to start within 90 days, 
county leaders announced following 
agreement on a compromise plan 
for the facility 

The project had been stalled for 
nearly a year by opposition to a 
previous plan Opponents feared 
there would be a nega tive impact on 
nearby Greektown, a popular area 
of shops and restaurants. 

Agreement on the compromise 
plan w'as announced jointly by key 
countv leaders, Detroit Mayor 
Coleman A Young and represen- 
tatives of the Central Business 
District Association (CBDA) and the 
Greektown Merchants Association. 

John Barr, chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners, 
said construction will start in 60 to 90 
da vs. 

Barr and Young credited County 
Commissioner Richard E. Manning 
with working out the compromise 
plan. Manning is chairman of the 


board’s jail construction sub- 
committee 

The new plan calls for a 700-cell, 9- 
story detention structure on the 
former Detroit Recorder s Court site 
behind Detroit Police Headquarters 
between Clinton and Macomb 
streets.

The earlier plan called for a taller 
800-cell structure on a block which 
includes the north side of Monroe 
Street, Greektown’s main avenue. 

Under the new plan, a two-story 
administration building will occupy 
40 percent of the disputed location, 
with a parking deck for 110 cars 
taking up the rest of the location. 

Manning (D-Redford) said 
moving of the detention structure a 
block farther from Greektown and 
the inclusion of parking were keys to 
winning the agreement. 

Barr iD-Dearborn Heights) said 
the jail entrance will be on Clinton 
Street where the present jail and the 


Recorder’s Court building are 
located and “as far from Greektown 
as we can get it". 

The new jail will have 600 cells for 
pre-trial prisoners plus a 100-cell 
overnight lockup for the Detroit 
Police. 

The present 720-cell jail, dating 
back nearly 50 years, will be 
retained to house offices and 
overflow prisoners , 


County Auditor Leonard D 
Proctor estimated the project will 
cost between $25 and $30 million 
In 1976 the voters approved a five- 
year special property assessment of 
one-half mill which will raise some 
$35 million for construction and 
operation 

Proctor said the Board of Auditors 
had invested the first year’s revenue 


of some $6 7 million and expect to 
gain some $300,000 in interest. 

Construction of a new jail was 
virtually mandated by a panel of 


three Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judges which ruled the jail 
must meet current standards of the 
Michigan jail code.

A message will be printed on all 
residential customers’ energy bills 


during the next month notifying 
customers of the availability of this 
plan and providinga simple form for 
them to notify the company. 

Customers completing the form 
will receive a brochure explaining 
the program with their next bill. In 
addition, any new eligible customer 
applying for utility service will be 
advised of this program. 

The brochure will be accompanied 
by a self-addressed envelope which 
can be used by the customer to send 
in the “Third Party Notification” 
request form. 

“We have a great deal of concern 
for customers, especially the low- 
income, elderly people who depend 
on us for heat. We have instituted 
this ‘third party’ program so that 
someone else besides us and the 
customer is aware that a bill has not 
been paid despite all our best efforts 
to arrange payments,” Thomas 
said.

E. Salci, SEMTA general manager. 
“We are not increasing fares for all 
SEMTA bus riders. We are sim- 
plifying the fare schedules and 
equalizing fares throughout the 
region 

“Fifty ‘percent of our riders will 
experience a fare decrease, 28 
percent will experience a fare in- 
crease, and 22 percent will ex- 
perience no change at all.” 

Six suburban fare zones, each 
approximately three miles wide, 
ha ve been created around the City of 
Detroit. For a base fa re of 50 cents, a 
passenger may ride through two 
zones. An additional 15 cents will be 
required to ride a bus through each 
additional zone with the maximum 
fare set at $1.25 

“Until now, SEMTA has retained 
the fare structures in existence 
when it purchased and consolidated 
four major private bus companies 
and the Grand Trunk Western 
commuter rail service,” Salci 
pointed out. “As a result, fares for 
travelling the same distances on 
regular bus routes in Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb counties have 
differed within the same county and 
from one county to another.

Take a break 


Plan a garden 


Haul out the seed catalogs and 
step into spring. It’s garden plan- 
ning time! 

Enjoy turning your back on snow 
shoveling for a while, but read those 
catalogs carefully, advise Michigan 
State University horticulturists. And 
take advantage of the quantities of 
useful information seed catalogs 
provide. 

Look for information on days to 
maturity, disease resistance and 
special uses, the horticulturists 
suggest Select varieties that will 
mature within your local growing 
season. If possible, select early and 
late varieties and crops for suc- 
cessive planting to extend your 
harvest and make maximum use of 
your available space. 

Choose disease resistant varieties 
to minimize disease problems. And 
look for varieties recommended for 
canning, freezing or storing, if that’s 
what you intend to do with the 
produce 


Other information you might 
glean from s$ed catalogs includes 
planting depth and spacing, quan- 
tities of produce from a given 
number* of row feet or rows, and the 
number of seeds or row feet you can 
plant from one packet or measure of 
seed. This information can be very 
useful when you’re trying to decide 
how much seed you’ll ne«i to grow 
the quantities of produce you can 
comfortably use. 

It’s a good idea to get more than 
one seed catalog so you can compare 
prices, the MSU specialists suggest. 
Prices can vary considerably from 
one seed source to another. 

Why bother with seed catalogs at 
all? Why not just buy your seeds off 
the rack at the grocery store? You 
have a better chance of getting 
fresh, viable seed if you order direct 
from a seed company. And you’ll 
have more varieties to choose from. 


Many of the varieties recommended 
for Michigan by MSU are available 
only through seed catalogs. 

Keep your garden spot in mind as 
you decide what you’ll grow. If you 
have a small area, avoid sprawling 
vine crops like pumpkins. You might 
want to try bush winter squash, 
however. If part of your garden is 
shaded part of the day, plan to grow 
leafy vegetables or root crops there. 
Save the sunny spots for tomatoes 
and other crops that bear fruits. 

If gardening space is limited, 
consider working vegetables into 
window boxes, flower beds, in 
borders along wi dewalks and drives 
and in other easily overlooked spots. 
A border could be planted in leaf 
lettuce and radishes. Peas could 
grow in a spot that would later hold 
petunias. And a tomato plant or two 
could do quite nicely in that sunny 
spot by the back door. 


Faust criticizes lack of 
Disaster Contingency Fund 


Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-15th District) has 
criticized the executive branch for 
its continuing failure, after a delay 
of more than a year, to submit an 
appropriations request to fund the 
state’s Disaster Contingency Fund. 
y A $500,000 State Disaster Con- 
tingency Fund was authorized in 
Michigan’s new Disaster Act, Public 
Act 390, which took effect in 
December 1976. The fund was 
created to provide grants of up to 
$20,000 to local units of government 
that are extraordinarily pressed by 
disaster-related expenses for which 
no federal assistance is available. 

“The need to move quickly to 
appropriate money for the fund 
became apparent early in 1977,” 
Faust said, “when the state was hit 
with a severe snowstorm and later 


with a tornado.” 

Even before rules for ad- 
ministering the fund could be 
developed, hard hit counties and 
municipalities were applying for 
grants under the new act. Under 
emergency rules, 80 local govern- 
ments were declared eligible for 
grants. Using money left from an 
earlier emergency fund, the local 
units were paid a third of the amount 
due them. 

“The legislature has yet to receive 
a request to appropriate money to 
pay the balance of last year’s 
disaster grants and to fully fund the 
Disaster Contingency Fund,” the 
Senate Leader said. “Now we’ve 
been hit with another disaster; the 
Governor is encouraging local 
governments to expect assistance 
under the state disaster grant 


Brighten the inside 


: Y’oucain brighten the gray days of 
winter with spring flowers by 
following some tips from Michigan 
$tate University horticulture 
specialist Lee Taylor on forcing 
early flowering shrubs and trees. 

:• Forcing means to bring a plant 
into bloom ahead of its normal 
flowering period outdoors, Taylor 
explained. Bulbs — narcissus, 
hyacinth and others — are the most 
pommonly forced plants. But you 
pan also make branches of pussy 
willow, forsythia, quince, maple, 
hickory, fruit trees and other trees 
and shrubs bloom indoors in the 
winter. 


Begin by collecting lVfe to 3-foot- 
long branches from the plants. Cut 
them carefully with a sharp knife or 
pruning tool so you don’t injure the 
plants. Collect them when the 
temperature is above freezing, if 
possible. 

Bring the branches indoors and 
place the bases of the stems in a 
bucket of water. Keep the bucket in 
a well lighted spot at a temperature 
of about 60 degrees, and mist the 
flower buds several times a day as 
they start to open. 

Start using the branches for 
decoration as soon as the flower 
buds begin to show color. 


program, and the legislature still 
has not been asked to appropriate 
the necessary funds.” 

Faust noted that federal 
assistance provided during the 
recent snowstorm would be limited 
to expenses incurred in contracting 
for snow removal by private firms. 
Local governments will not be 
reimbursed for contracts let during 
the first two days of the storm before 
Michigan came under the 
President’s emergency declaration 
It is expected that many local 
government budgets will be severely 
strained by overtime costs, 
damaged snow removal equipment 
and the expense of caring for storm 
victims. 

The Senate Majority Leader also 
suggested that there be no further 
delay in establishing a state 
emergency operations center. 

Michigan is one of the few states in 
the nation that does not have a 
permanent emergency operations 
center for coordinating disaster 
response activities. Such a center 
would be housed in a protected 
location, provide essential com- 
munications equipment and offer 
sufficient space to accommodate 
key state and federal agency per- 
sonnel. 


Currie has recieved the support of 
Juvenile Court Judges James Lacey 
and Gladys Barsamian to bus the 
first group to Jackson on a pilot 
program basis. She is seeking 
permission for the visit from the 
director of the State Department of 
Corrections in Lansing and the 
warden at Jackson State Prison 

Currie said she is proposing this 
“dramatic, face-to-face contact with 
hard-core lifers” in the hopes of 
turning these young people away 
from a life of crime 
She said her proposal is based on a 
highly-successful program started 
at Rahway State Prison in New 
Jersey where “tough-looking lifers’ 
tell youthful offenders that prison is 
a “living hell” where you can be 
beaten, raped, compelled to serve as 
a slave to another, more powerful, 
inmate and even murdered 
Currie said she was very im- 
pressed with the impact the Rahway 
program has had on reducing repeat 
crimes by juvenile offenders, as 
reported in the January issue of 
Reader’s Digest 

“About 4,300 young people — boys 
and girls between the ages of 8 and 
2o — have visited Rahway Prison 
since the program began in Sep- 
tember 1976,” Currie said. “Of the 
first 3,200, only about 6 percent have 
been in trouble with the law again 
According to the Reader’s Digest 
article, one New Jersey judge 
reported that, under normal cir- 
cumstances, he would have seen 70 
percent in his courtroom again. 

Cume said the County Youth 
Home houses about 250 youth. Some 
100 youth are wards of the state and 
should be moved to State Training 
Schools to alleviate chronic over- 
crowding at the home. 

“At present. I’m interested in 
trying to reach those young people 
who are awaiting trial and still are 
the responsibility of the county,” 
Currie said. “Like the New Jersey 
program, I want these young of- 
fenders to experinence a type of 
‘criminal justice shock treatment’.” 

“Too often, juveniles see crime or 
prison life glamourized on televison 
or in the movies — or perhaps they 
even know someone who brags about 
serving time in Jackson for a short 
time, she said. “Well, these kids 
need to know that life in Jackson is 
tougher than anything they’ve seen 
on the streets. 

“They need to know that they 
won’t have Burt Reynolds as then- 
quarterback as they have seen in the 
movies. They need to see the locks 
on the cells, the open toilets, the 
regimentation, the monotony, the 
lack of freedom of choice and 
movement. 

“They need to come eyeball to 
eyeball with some of Michigan’s 
toughest criminals. Maybe then 
they’ll decide to turn their lives 
around, knowing that if they don’t 
change one of these hard-nosed 
inmates will mop of the jail cell with 
them.” 

Currie said she plans to work with 
juvenile court authorities and prison 
officials to set up the actual format 
for the prison visit as soon as she 


receives sta te a pprova 1 
“We intend to develop the 
program that will have the most 
powerful impact on their young 


minds,” she said. “When that door 
swings shut after their 'Day at 
Jackson,’ we want them vowing 
never to return.” 


State assistance 
available to pay 
1978 heating bills 


An estimated 125,000 to 150,000 
Wayne County residents may 
receive help paying utility bills for 
heat this winter through a program 
announced by the Wayne County 
Department of Social Services 
(DCS) 

“This is the number our research 
indicates meet eligibility 
requirements for state-funded 
assistance,’’ said R B Shelton, DSS 
director 

Application forms with in- 
structions are available statewide. 

The program, made possible by 
allocation of about $38 million 
through legislation enacted and 
signed intolaw recently, is designed 
to ease the burden of high energy 
costs by providing assistance to low- 
income households. The Michigan 
Department of Social Services is 
administering the program. 

Eligibility will be determined 
primarily on 1977 household income 
which cannot have exceeded $3,700 
for one person, $4,900 for two people, 
$6,100 for three and $7,300 for a 
family of four. The income limit for 
a household of seven is $10,900 and 
$800 cf allowable income may be 
added foreachaddit ional person in a 
household larger than seven. 

Senior citizens, however, will 
receive an extra ailownace for 1977 
income: One or two-person 

households in which at least one of 
the members is 65 years of age or 
older are eligible, if the 1977 total 
family income is $7,000 or less. 

“With this effort, we expect that 
we will be able to reach a majority of 
those who will be eligible for the 
program,” explained Dave Wigent, 
project director for MDSS. 

Applications also are available at 
local DSS offices, agencies on aging, 
and atlocaland regional community 
centers. Extra applications are 
being sent to fuel suppliers around 
the state for distribution to 
customers who request them. 

A toll-free telephone number is 
being staffed by MDSS personnel 
between 8 a m. and 5 p.m. on work 
days. Those who have not received 
an application by today and who feel 
they may be eligible should call 1- 


800 - 292 - 5930a nd ask to have one sent 
to them . The line a Iso is in operation 
to provide answers to those who may 
have difficulty in completing the 
application after they have read all 
instructions. 

Payments for those who opallfy 
are expected to begin before the end 
of February with all money to be 
allocated by August 

Benefits will range from a 
minimum of $60 to a maximum of 
$200 per household Payment will be 
made directly to the energy supplier 
on behalf of the eligible recipient. 

Renters also are eligible for the 
assistance as long as they are billed 
directly for their own heat or 
electric and otherwise qualify. 
Renters whose heat is included in 
the rent payment but are billed 
separately for their electric service 
may be eligible for electric 
assistance only. 

Applications must be postmarked 
no later than April 30 to be accepted 
for processing and possible 
payment. Those who qualify for the 
assistancebut have managed to pay 
their bills will have the amount of 
the grant applied to their account to 
help offset future heating expenses.

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WCRC seeks recreation revenue-producing 


The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission (WCRC) currently is 
looking at new revenue-producing 
recreational facilities which could 
be developed at the county-operated 
Warren Valley Golf Course in 
Dearborn Heights. 

The three-member board has 
directed the commission’s staff to 
develop some ideas to promote 
better use of available property on 
the golf-course — and explore the 
financial methods for constructing 
and operating the proposed 
recreational facilities. 

Michael Berry, chairman of the 
Commission, noted that “it is 
becoming increasingly evident that 
public service agencies, such as the 
commission, must look for new ways 
to provide service to the public of 
Wayne County.” 

Wayne County’s Parks and Park- 
ways System is administered by the 
Road Commission and currently 
consists of a 36-hole golf course at 
Warren Valley, in addition to hun- 
dreds of picnic sites, a marina, two 
nature centers and a wild life-forest 
preserve. 

Joseph M. Herron, the com- 
mission’s vice-chairman, and a 
strong advocate of new recreational 
development, was quick to point out 
that the commission is looking at 
“both federal and state recreation 
grants and private development 
funds to construct the new facilities. 

“What this board wants is the best 
possible recreation program — one 
that will provide facilities such as 
tennis and racquetball, some or all 
of the courts enclosed for year- 
around use, better clubbhouse and 
banquet facilities and any other 
feasible programs,” Herron said. 

Commissioner Freddie G. Burton, 
in full support of his fellow com- 


missioners, cited the possibility that 
the commission could develop a 
“complete recreational complex 
that would appeal to residents 
throughout Wayne County.” 

“We are vitally interested in any 
and all types of recreational 
programs and facilities that could be 
constructed and operated on 
existing property at the golf cour- 
se,” Burton said. 

The board currently maintains 
more 4,200 acres of park lands, 
primarily located along the Middle 


Rouge Parkway in Western Wayne 
County. 

Preliminary plans, not yet ap- 
proved pending a complete report on 
methods of financing, call for the 
development of a new clubhouse and 
large banquet facility to replace the 
existing clubhouse and connected by 
covered concourses to other 
facilities. 

Also under strong consideration is 
the construction of indoor tennis- 
racquet ball courts, with other 
proposals that include an indoor 


electronic golf range, gym and 
exercise facilities and, an indoor or 
outdoor wave action swimming 
pool, plus a bowling alley. 

“The board feels very positive in 
looking at all revenue producing 
recreational sources and has 
directed the staff to seek out any 
feasible program,” Commissioner 
Herron said. “It won’t cost the board 
anything to look at each proposal, 
weigh the costs and the acceptability 
of each”. 

The staff recommendations are 


aimed at using an existing 17.7 acres 
of golf course land directly adjacent 
to the present clubhouse, located on 
Warren Avenue, west of Beech-Daly 
Road, in Dearborn Heights. 

The proposed recreational site 
would provide adequate space for 
additional parking facilities and 
would include extensive landscaping 
provisions to enhance the new 
proposed facilities as well as 
providing screening for residents 
living west of the golf course area. 

Preliminary cost estimates, based 


on current construction figures, 
place the total cost of the proposed 
project between $2.5 and $5 million, 
depending on what facilities are 
approved 

The board’s decision will 
primarily depend on provisions that 
the new facilities produce revenue to 
off-set the cost of operations while 
providing the taxpayers of Wayne 
County with needed recreational 
outlets. 

Final proposals are expected to be 
completed by early next year.

February- 

In spite of the often forbidding 
weather, February is the best time 
to prune trees. 

One reason, says Mike Walter- 
scheidt, Extension urban forester at 
Michigan State University, is that 
it’s a slack time for landscape 
maintenance. Tree fertilizing time 
comes in March and tree planting 
time in April. Lawn care time hasn’t 
arrived yet, and the home garden is 
still in the wish-book stage. Except 
for shoveling snow, what’s to do? 

“Another good reason to prune 
trees in February is that, with the 
leaves off, you can clearly see the 
tree’s branches and limbs,” he 
points out. “You can spot the weak, 
V-shaped crotches that are likely to 
split under the weight of a load of 
late winter ice and the dead, 
decayed or brittle branches that 
might snap off in a wind storm 

If you intend to hire the job done, 
February is still a good time. It s a 
slow time for tree services, so you 
may get quicker service and a lower 
rate than in mid-summer 
Eliminating weak spots 

is not the only reason for pruning, 
according to Walterscheidt. 
Providing clearance under trees for 
pedestrians and vehicles is often a 
necessary chore, especially in urban 
areas 

“Pruning cuts should be made 
flush with the trunk or branch,” he 
advises. “Stumps of branches left 
after pruning will die and decay. 
And the decay may spread into the 
main stem or large branches 

A good pruning job maintains the 
tree’s natural shape. The classic 
poor pruning job is the “flat-top, a 
tactic usually resorted to when a 
tree has grown up into the wires it 
was planted under. Rather than 
remove the tree entirely, someone 
cuts its top off parallel to the ground 

“This kind of pruning ruins the 
appearance and the physical 
structure of the tree,” Walterscheidt 
says. “The multitude of new shoots 
the tree puts out are too numerous 
and they grow at weak angles 

Careful selection of trees so that 
they don’t outgrow their planting 

sites should prevent the kinds of 
problems that lead to such drastic 
measures

Some research has shown 
that painted wounds actually 
decayed faster than untreated 
wounds. Moisture sealed in by 
pruning paint tends to make the cut 
surface a good place for decay 
organisms to get established, he 
explains.

“Use a light coat — just enough to 
darken the fresh wood. And make 
sure you use a product made for this 
purpose. Creosote, roofing tar and 
driveway sealer may look 
something like pruning paint, but 
they are toxic to trees.

It may be hard to 
think spring when the 
wind is swirling snow 
around your ears. But 
Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists say it’s not 
too early to begin 
looking forward to 
another gardening 
season. 

They suggest: 

— Trade your snow 
shovel for a stack of 
seed catalogs and plan 
your 1978 garden and 
landscape plantings. 
Order your seeds and 
plant stock early. 

— If you’ve been 
feeding the birds, keep 
at it. By now they’re 
relying on your feeder. 
If you stop feeding 
them, they may starve. 

— Check landscape 
plant protectors and 
repair them as 
necessary to keep 
plants secure against 
nibbling rodents, flying 
salt spray and heavy 
snow or ice. 

— Inspect the winter 
coverings on perennials 
and spring bulbs and 
add to them as needed. 

— Check shrubs and 
trees for masses of tent 
caterpillar eggs. Egg 
masses are gray, they 
encircle small branches 
and they are covered 
with a tough, foam-like 
outer surface. Remove 
and destroy the egg 
clusters to eliminate 
some of this year’s 
pests. Also pick 


bagworm cases off 
landscape plants. 
Destroy them and the 
eggs they contain. 

— Apply dormant 
fungicide sprays to 
shade trees that were 
badly infected with 
anthracnose last spring. 

— Prune wisteria, 
fruit trees and grape 
vines. You can also 
prune other ornamental 
trees and shrubs, except 
for spring-flowering 
species and “bleeders” 
like birch, dogwood and 
maple. Pruning now 
would remove the 
flower buds on spring- 
flowering plants and 
cause “bleeders’* to 
drip sap from untreated 
wounds. Leave these for 
summer. 

— Continue to check 
stored fruits and 
vegetables, bulbs, 
corms and tubers 
regularly. Discard 
unusable produce or

— Water slow growing 
houseplants only when 
they need it. It’s easy to 
overwater in the winter 
when plants aren’t 
getting enough light to 
grow vigorously. 

— Bulbs potted in 
October can be brought 
out of cold storage in 
February and forced 
into bloom. 

— Cut branches of 
quince, pussy willow, 
forsythia and other 
early flowering shrubs 
and force them to bloom 
indoors.

You can grow interesting, inex- 
pensive houseplants from many 
common fruits and vegetables. 
Experimenting with carrot tops, 
sweet potatoes, pineapple tops, 
avocado pits and citrus fruit seeds 
can be an interesting winter plant 
project. 

According to Bobbi Lawrence, 
Washtenaw County Horticultural 
Agent, many houseplants can be 
grown from parts of fruits and 
vegetables that are normally thrown 
away. The seeds from lemons, 
oranges, tangerines and grapefuit, 
for instance, will grow into at- 
tractive, glossy-leafed plants. 

All you have to do is take the seeds 
fresh from the fruit — don’t let them 
dry out — and plant them in moist 
soil. Push them into the soil about y 4 
inch deep, cover them over and 


water the soil whenever the top 
starts to dry out. It may take a while 
for the seeds to sprout, but once they 
begin to grow, they will grow 
quickly. 

“Don’t count on your orange 
plants to flower and produce fruit for 
you,” Lawrence advises. “Citrus 
plants grown indoors usually don’t 
blossom. But they are nice looking 
plants.” 

The large, hard pit of the avocado 
may be slow to sprout, but once you 
get one started, it will grow a tall 
stem and a bunch of long, floppy 
leaves very quickly. 

To start an avocado plant, remove 
the pit from the fruit and wash it. Let 
it dry for a day or so and then 
remove the papery brown coating on 
the pit. Bury the broad, rounded end 
of the pit in moist potting soil. Keep

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the soil moist by watering it 
whenever the top begins to feel dry. 
When the pit cracks and a shoot and 
leaves appear, place the pot in a 
sunny window. 

If you get an avocado plant by 
following these directions, try this 
experiment: pot another pit upside- 
down, that is, with the pointed end 
down. This may ow into a plant 
with several stems rather than just 
one. 

For a plant that looks much dif- 
ferent from the avocado, grow a 
carrot top, Lawrence suggests. Cut 
about an inch off the big rourded 
end of a carrot. If you can find one 
that has already started to sprout, 
your plant has a head start Place 
the carrot piece with the sprouts in a 
dish of wet sand. Roots will grow out 
of the cut portion of the carrot, and 
dark green, lacy leaves will grow 
from the top. 

To grow a pineapple plant, twist 
the top off the fruit. Remove several 
lower leaves to expose at least a half 
inch of stem. Often small roots will 
be exposed Then insert the top in 
moist sand or vermiculite. Keep this 
material moist but not soaking wet 
the pineapple doesn’t rot. In a month 
or two, it will grow roots. It can then 
be carefully transplanted into 
regular potting soil and placed on a 
sunny windowsill to grow. 

Unlike many other “garbage can” 
plants, the pineapple may even- 
tually bear fruit. Until then, its long, 
spiky leaves make it an interesting 
foliage plant. 

Another grocery store item that is 
easy to grow is the common sweet 
potato. 

“To grow a sweet potato vine, you 
use the whole sweet potato,” 
Lawrence says. “Place it in a jar 
with about one-third of the large end 
sticking up above the jar. To hold it 
there stick two or three toothpicks 
into it. Fill the jar with water and set 
it in a warm, sunny spot. Roots and 
leafy vines will begin to grow within 
days.” 

Change the water once a week to 
keep it from getting smelly. 

These are the common, easy to 
grow plants, but they are not the 
only ones you might experiment 
with. 

“The seeds of green peppers and 
winter squash will sprout quickly 
and grow into long, green vines,” 
Lawrence says. ‘They usually can’t 
get enough light in the house to grow 
very large, but they’re fun to watch 
for a while. The seeds of the more 
unusual fruits can be planted, too.” 

The pomegranate, for instance, is 
loaded with seeds. You could plant 
some deep and some shallow and 
vary the amount of light, water and 
warmth you give them to see what 
combination seems to work best. 
Other possibilities include common 
asparagus seeds, herbs and 
rhubarb. 

It can be a lot of fun to grow these 
and other grocery store or garbabe 
can plants, but most of them don’t 
remain good looking very long. 
When they start to look sickly, or if 
they develop insect or disease 
problems, Lawrence suggests 
throwing them away and starting 
new ones. After all. seeing what 
comes up is half the fim! 


On houseplants, vegetables 


Horticulturist answers 
your gardening queries 


Roberta Lawrence, Washtenaw 
County Horticultural Agent answers 
timely questions about houseplants, 
vegetable gardening and related 
topics. 

Q. I tried to find vegetable 
varieties listed in the MSU 
recommended varieties bulletin last 
year and had no luck. The local 
garden centers just don’t carry 
them. Where do 1 look anyway? 

A. Many recommended varieties 
are available only as seeds and only 
through seed catalogs. If you want to 
buy transplants, try getting together 
with a few friends and ask a local 
greenhouse operator or garden 
center manager to grow or order 
them for you. If there are enough of 
you who want these varieties, he 
should consider the effort wor- 
thwhile to get them for you.

Q. Can I use ashes from my wood 
stove as fertilizer? 

A. Yes. Wood ash is a good source 
of potash, which is a very important 
plant nutrient. Sprinkle the ashes on 
the compost pile or save them to 
plow into the garden soil in the early 
spring or late fall. 


Q. The leaves on my prayer plant 
have ugly brown tips. Is something 
wrong with it? 

A. Brown tips on many plants are 
usually taken as a sign that the plant 
needs more, humid air than it is 
normally exposed to. If raising the 


humidity level around the plant 
doesn’t prevent tipburn on ne^ 
foliage, the problem may be a 
buildup of fertilizer salts or fluoride 
in the soil. Fluoride toxicity ii* 
particularly rough op dracaena; 
chlorophytum, cordyline, lilies and 
marantas (prayer plants.). The 
source of the fluoride may 
drinking water, perlite or peat in the 
soil, or superphosphate fertilizer*. 
Avoid fluoride problems by. 
watering with distrilled water Of 
rainwater. Leach excess fertilizer 
salts from the soil occasionally to 
prevent their buildup to damaging 
levels. 


Q. My zebra plant has developed 
large, black blotches on the leaves 
next to the window. Does it have a 
disease? 

A. Probably not. It’s more likely 
that some of the plant’s tender 
leaves have rested against the cold 
window glass and been injured by 
the cold. Windows, especially those 
without storm windows, get very 
cold when the outside temperature 
drops. Plant tissues that touch the 
glass freeze and turn black, just like 
frost-nipped garden plants in the 
fall. Snip injured tissue from the 
plant about a half-inch below the 
blackened area. This will prevent 
secondary rot from traveling from 
the frozen area into healthy tissue.

Right to die: What some think about it

Since death is a reality that we 
must all face eventually, the 
proposed right-to-die legislation for 
Michigan should be of concern to 
people at all age levels I went to 
some of our area citizens for their 
opinion of our area citizens for their 
opinion about the right-to-die bill 
and about their feelings tcward life 
support ststems now' available. Here 
are their answers. 

Eleanor Doherty, 59, Westland : “I 
reel the victim of incurable disease 
should be told. They should be given 


the opportunity to straighten out 
their financial affairs, and, if 
possible allowed to do things they 
have long wanted to do. I see no 
purpose in sustaining life by ar- 
tificial means/* 

Marilyn Mayberry, 30, Detroit: 
"My feelings are mixed. I can un- 
derstand maintaining life, if their is 
hope. The decision must be made as 
to what is best for the family. What it 
could do to a family, financially and 
mentally, is devastating to think 
about. The question is, should we 
have control over life and death, or 
are we interfering with God’s work? 


If faced with the decision for my 
family, I probably would be in 
favor of sustaining life, but for 
myself , only if there was a ray of 
hope.” 

Joyce Smith, 39, Westland: *'As 
adults , we have the right to make 
these decisions for ourselves. We 
should have a choice. I made the 
decision to donate my kidneys at the 
time of my death and carry a card in 
my wallet stating so. The same 
decision should be made ahead 
about life support systems. The 
responsibility then, would not fall on 
our guardians at a time when 


emotions are understandably 
shakey.” 

Arthur Reynolds, senior citizen, 
Farmington Hills: “If there is life, 
no one has the right to pull the plug. 
Only God has a choice. If there is 
life, there is a chance; if there is a 
chance, I’ll take it. Maybe I believe 
in miracles ’* 

Marge Gartz, 48, Westland: "The 
patient should be entitled to pull the 
plug. There is no sense in being kept 
alive with no other hope then of 
being a vegetable. We should have a 
right to die with dignity. Modern 
science is marvelous, if there is 


hope, but if there is no hope and 
you have faith, that is believe in 
life hereafter, then why prolong the 
problem.” 

Frank Farrell, 68, Wayne: “I 
have mixed feelings. Basically 
I believe in preserving life at all 
costs. TTiis is my personal feeling 
about the value of the human being. 
If you chip away at the value of a 
person’s worth, you begin to destroy 
the whole structure of values. The 
life support system may be selective 
as to the various organs of the body, 
but terminating the life support 
system would be contradictory to a 
doctor’s oath.” 


The opinions of the people should 
be heard. Next week we will go to 
our citizens with the question: 
Would you like to have socialized 
medicine in this country?
